LONDON—-Saturday, Jan. 6 (Delayed) — With 
30 editors from 21 states out of the country on an 
extended study of affairs in far-away places, it is 
likely many of America’s larger problems seem 
less complicated. 


Most of our roving pundits feel pressing mi­ 
graines will be solved in spite of our absence, 
or at least good progress made. A few of the 
hypersensitive soul-searchers hopefully suspect 
solutions will have to await their turn. 


In any event, here we are, in London. This 
is the blast-off base for this band of journalists 
circling the globe on a study and writing mission 
crystallized with the help of the State Depart­ 
ment and the good offices of American embas­ 
sies and consulates in India, Burma, Thailand, 
China, Japan and Hong Kong. 


The idea is for a good cross-section of Amer­ 
ican editors to get an on-the-spot exposure to a 
few of the world’s critical areas and to talk to 
top-drawer government people as well as grass 


roots ordinary folks about a few of the worldly 
realities of the day. 


The idea also suggests some practical shirt­ 
sleeve diplomacy on the part of men who are— 
or should be — conversant with America’s prob­ 
lems as related to the broader global scene and 
who are — or should be — familiar with Far 
Eastern ambitions and aspirations as they are 
related to the United States in the total world pic­ 
ture. 


That the idea may translate itself into just 
a bit more mutual understanding is promising 


in view of the fact that the editorial cross-sec­ 
tion is truly an excellent one with large and small 
town writers and newspaper executives repre­ 
senting virtually every section and region and 
viewpoint in America. 


Coupled with the fact that these people will be 
talking to government people such as India’s 
Prime Minister Nehru, Burma’s Prime Minister 
U Nu, Thailand’s Premier Dhanarajata and Na­ 
tionalist China’s President Chiang Kai-shek — 
among others — lends added belief that the mis­ 
sion will make something of a positive contribu-

The grand jury reported Nesh- 
aminy Manor Home for th# indi­ 
gent “in good condition and well 
maintained.” It recommended five 
new wheelchairs for the patients 
and “greater precaution” against 
smoking in bed. 


‘‘Well-Managed” 


The juvenile detention home was 
found to be “in excellent order 
and well managed.” The jurors 
described the county prison as 
“clean, well managed and order 
ly. But they recommended that 
the prison facilities “be enlarged 
to eliminate the obvious crowded 
conditions.” 


In the Bucks 
County 
Office 
Building the juror* reported the 
facilities were “in good condi­ 
tion.” 


“The citizens of Bucks County 
may feel privileged to have good 
and capable management of their 
institutions,” the jurors said in 
their report. Ttiey also said they 
were impressed “not only by the 
complete privacy which we were 
granted, but also that we were 
allowed to confer without inter­ 
ruption, for which we commend 
the court."

Ice Masses 
Pose Threat 
To Rescuers 


LIMA, Peru (UPI) — Huge ice masses clung pre­ 
cariously today on the slopes of towering Mt Huas- 
caran, threatening a repetition of Wednesday's tragic 
6-million-ton avalanche which wiped out nine Villages 
in the Peruvian Andes. 


About SO bodies already have been recovered but 
there was no way yet of determining the exact death 
toll, which was certain to run into the thousands. 


Public Health Minister Eduardo 
Watson estimated between 3,000 
and 4,000 persons died when the 
avalanche (rf ice, rocks, mud and 
snow thundered down the slopes 
of Peru’* tallest peak almost 
without warning two nights ago. 
The giant slide buried villages up 
to 40 feet deep. 


Authorities said there are other 
masses of ice poised dangerously 
on the mountain slopes which 
might break away and plunge at 
any moment into the canyon. 


City Editor On scene 


One of the first outsiders to 
reach the scene of the disaster 
was Arnaldo Chavez, city editor 
of the newspaper El Departa- 
mento of Huaraz, 30 miles away. 


Chavez said the once-pictur- 
esque

merged under a “sea of brown 
mud dotted with great blocks of 
ice.”

The radiator in my room in Mount Royal 
Hotel, on Marble Arch, was veritably booming 
with activity two hours ago. But this was a mere 
gesture. At the moment it is clammy cold and I 
am about to wrap myself Indianwise in a blanket 
to avert the shivers. 


This is an excellent hotel. But the original 
American had something going for himself when 
he created the tepee. 


I left Idlewild Airport in New York Friday 
night at 9:30 o’clock aboard an Air India Boeing 
707 with an all-Indian crew. 


How greatly Mr. Nehru is making friends 
and influencing people with his political and dip­ 
lomatic vascillating may be a moot question at 
the moment. 
But there’s no doubt that Air India’s com­ 
plete dedication to the comfort of its clients is a 
real international triumph. 
Crewmen are polite, courteous, suave and 
completely efficient. 


The stewardesses are dolls in traditionally 
native dress and provide an atmosphere of real 
hospitality, grace and glamor a bit hard to come 
by far above the clouds these days.
